| THE FUTURE OF 
~ AIRSHIPS 


Inevitably, the terrible dis- 
aster fo the U.S.S, Alrén again 
raises the question whether air- 
' ship. construction is really worth 

while - Like other craft of a 
similar type, she has fallen a 
victim ‘to the eléments, Unabla 
to battle with a violent “storm, 
she crashed into the sea and 
soon became a mass‘of tangled 
wreckage. The circumstancey 
which brought about her end 
were, in all major respects; those 
which accounted for the loss’ of 
the Shenandoah and the R,101. 
‘Tt was not.a case of the mam- 
moth ‘-dirigible catehing fire 
through being struck by light- 
ning; she was apparently unable 
structurally to withstand the 
storm, which she - enrountered. 
It, may be. recalled, in this eoh- 
nexion, that although the R.101 
was, finally destroyed by fire, 
this only broke out after she had 
come to earth and was not the 
cause of the disaster, For at 


‘{least three-quarters of a cen- 


tury, man has concentrated on 
the task of producing an air- 
ship capable of . overcoming ‘all 
risks, but, marked though the, 
{progress has been, the effort has 
not yet finally succecded. The 
first real step. forward was made 
in 1909 when a Zeppelin acom- 
plished a voyage of nearly nine} 
hundred miles in less than forty 
hours, In the Great War, of 


‘| course, Zeppelins were used free- 


ly in air raids, but although at 
first successful ‘they eventually 
failed in their objectiye, due to 
the measures taken against 
them. Good service, however, 
wag rendered by airships in the 
"Battle of Jutland, ,whije Britain 
also employed them with con- 
aiderable success in submarine 
hunting) ‘ In 1919, the R.34 set 
up a new record by journeying 
from England "to New York in 
108 hours, making the return 
trip in 73 hours. But so rapid 


-Lwere developments that in the 


following year it was announced 
that she had become” obsolete 
and would henceforth be used 
for-experimental purposes only.
